“Jonathan, spinning round in 
his agony, fell... clear proof 
that in toar tndeserved success 
distantly rings on itself the 
vengeance of hcaven.”

_NOT. SO PLACID 


Not, one notes, “duc to the 
bloocthirsty Roamans. Or, even 
“due”’ to thelr flaming torches, 
But “due’ to an  angnymous 
Jewish priest who herded women 
and children from streets ankle- 
deep in blood to what he hoped 
sould bo the eafety of the 
colonnade roof. 


When not slanting “history,” 
Josephus sets down In_horren- 
dous detail true stories that 
make the land of the Bible 
seem anything but a placid 
country of milk and honey. 


His tale of the rise and fall of 
King Herod (not the boby- 
murderer; an ever more mur- 
derous, later Herod) is typical. 


With two wives, and sons by 
each, his relgn was a succession 
of intrigues and murders. He 
himself miraculously cocaped a 


violent end, but he grew old | 


and was slowly dying. 

Herod decided that if he must 
die, he would die in a blaze of 
glory. And what better way to 
provide this than by a great 
«ieplay of mourning? 

Only ... who was to mourn? 
Everyone hated him, and he 
knew. St. .Now mau. barely able 
to get about, Herod “sent for his 
sister’ Salome and said: ‘I know 
the Jows witl greet my death 
with wild rejotcings. But f can 
be mourned... . and make mure 
of a magnificent funeral, if you 
will do ag J] tell you... .’”
